necessary on the part of the province | 
to operate these lines was a big! 
handicap to development in other lines 
and the removal of this burden can- | 
not fail to be reflected in more rapid | 
progress in the building of roads and | 
cther utilities so patently necessary. 

It would be difficult indeed to ima- 
gine a more favorable fall for harvest- 
ing and threshing the crop, in sharp 
contrast to the conditions prevailing 
for the previous three years. It 
scarcely seems possible that outfits 
are pulling in every day by October 
[st with work for the season 
done. Naturally the expedition with 
which the grain crop was available 
for shipment and the use of trucks, 
which made the wheat on distant 
farms from the elevators within the 
possibility of rapid delivery, ‘has 
swamped the transportation facilities 
available on the railroads with the re- 
sult that a tie-up is general all over 
the country. This has occurred, too, 
in face of the fact that the railways 
are moving grain faster than in any 
previous year. It is quite evident that 
in future years of big crops more

granary room must be provided on the 
farms if the piling of wheat on the 
ground is to be avoided, and at the 
very best this is not a satisfactory 
way of handling wheat. Under pres 
ent conditions it will be some time 
before existing congestion is relieved 
and elevator space available for grain 
left in the fields, 


The extremely dry fall should lead 
to the utmost precautions being taken 
in regard to fire, as there would be 
no telling where a blaze could be 
checked if it was to get at large on a 
day when a stiff breeze was blowing. 
Between grass, weeds and. stubble 
fields there is material in every direc- 
tion for a destructive fire. 


HEALTH SERVICE OF THE Ca- 
NADIAN MEDICAL ASSOCIA. 
TION — SUSPECTING TUBER- 
CULOSIS 


Perhaps, to most persons, a sus- 
picion of tuberculosis means coygh, 
sputum, the raising of blood, and 
pain in the chest. These are indeed 
signs of tuberculosis. Blood spitting 
should always be considered as due 
to tuberculosis until it is proved 
otherwise. We may say that the 
person who raises some blood early 
in the disease is fortunate, because 
this frightens him and sends him to 
his physician, However, the signs 
mentioned above are what occur 
when the disease is well established, 
and what we should know are the 
signs and symptoms that occur 
earlier than this. 

It is not our intention to attempt 
to describe all the earliest signs 
which would make one suspicious of 
tuberculosis, but rather to point out 
one or two of the commonest, which 
should be known to all, and the pres- 
ence of which should send them to 
their physician for examination, to 
find out whether or not there is any 
actual disease. 

The most important of these early 
suspicious signs is the most difficult 
to define. It is chronic fatigue, under 
fatigue, causing the individual to 
tire easily. The person who finds 
that he is regularly tired from work 
which usually does not fatigue him, 


that he is tired every afternoon, that | 


everything is an effort, should have 
a medical examination, 

Any cough lasting over six weeks 
should suggest medical examination. 

If these two signs were considered 
by all as danger signals which would 
turn them toward their doctor's 
office, there would be fewer cases 
of tuberculosis that are far advanced 
when the physician first sees them. 

Not everyone with these symptms 
has tuberculosis, but some have, and 


the only way in which one ean pro- 
tect himself is by having a thorough 
medical examination to ascertain the 
cause in any particular case, and, if 
it is tuberculosis, to secure” early 
treatment which offers the best 
chance for cure.

COMPLETE HUDSON BAY RAIL- 
WAY TO FORT CHURCHILL 
MUCH EARLIER THAN EX- 
PECTED; OPEN PORT BY 1930 
WINNIPEG, Oct. 1. 


So rapid 


has been the work on the Hudson 
Bay Railway this season that the 
completion of the line to Fort 
Churchill, the terminus, will be ac- 
complished much earlier than at first 
thought. It is also possible that all 
terminal facilities will be completed 
in time to permit shipments of 
freight through the new Canadian 
port by 1930. 

This is the word brought here by 
Major Graham Bell, deputy minister 
of railways, who has just completed 
an inspection of the line in company 
with Hon. James Malcolm, minister 
of trade and commerce. Rails will 
reach Fort Churchill by March or 
April of 1929, many months earlier 
than originally 
Major Bell. 

Construction gangs are now within 
ninety miles of 
stretching the lines 
with them as they go.

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STERILIZATION ACT GOES INTO 
FORCE SHORTLY 

Edmonton, Sept. 25.—The_ steril- 
ization act, a measure providing for 
the sterilization of certain feeble- 
minded persons, which was passed at 
the last session of the Alberta legis- 
lature and which now stands on the 
“statute books of the province will be 
brought into operation during the 
next few months. 

The fact that apparently nothing 
has been done since the bill was pass- 
ed at the last session of the house, 
does not mean that it has been lost 
sight of, or shelved, according .to a 
statement made by Hon. Geo. Hoad- 
ley, minister of health, who spon- 
sored the bill, on Tuesday morning. 

“Is the sterilization act not going 
to function,” Mr. Hoadley was asked 
on Tuesday. 

“Yes, it certainly is,” replied the 
minister, “and there should not be 
a great deal of delay now.” 

Mr. Hoadley pointed out that there 
had been much preliminary work to 
do before such an important piece of 
legislation could be made effective. 

Many of the members of the board 
appointed under the act had been 
away from the city and the province, 
but they had now returned. The 
first meeting of the board, whose 
edict will be to pass on cases for 
sterilization in consultation with Dr, 
Cooke, superintendent of the Ponoka 
Mental hospital, will be held shortly. 
At this meeting the work of the 
board will be organized and rules and 
regulations laid down. The members 
of the board are Dr. Edgerton Pope, 
Edmonton; Dr. Mason, Calgary; Dr. 
McEachern, of the University of Al- 
berta, and Mrs. Jean Field, Spruce- 
field, Alta,

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MANNVIL L B SLAYER. WILL BE 
HUNG ON DECEMBER 15 AT 
FORT SASKATCHEWAN 


Edmonton, Sept. 28.—Vernon Boo- 
her was found guilty today of the 
murder of his mother, his brother 
and two hired men on his father’s 
farm near Mannville on July 9. 

He was immediately sentenced by 
Justice Simmons to hang on De- 
cember 15 at Fort Saskatchewan 


jail. The jury reported its verdict 
at 12:05, after having retired at 
10:25, 


When asked if he had anything to 
say Booher replied: “I am_ not 
guilty.” 

The trial adjourned at 5 p. m. 
Thursday after E. B. Cogswell, K. C., 
crown prosecutor, and N. McLean, 
counsel for Booher, had addressed 
the jury. The jury was then locked 
up for the night. 

Chief Justice Simmons started ad- 
dressing the jury at 9:30 a. m, to- 
day and carefully reviewed the evi- 
dence. 

At 10:15 a. m., his lordship having 
concluded his address, the jury re- 
tired. 

“Have you anything you wish to 
say?” Chief Justice Simmons asked 
the accused, before imposing sent- 
ence, 

“Only that I am not guilty,” re- 
plied Booher, his lips trembling and 
his throat muscles trembling so that 
it was difficult for him to speak. 

Sentence of Death 

“T order that you be taken from 
this courtroom to Fort Saskatche- 
wan jail where you will remain 
until December 15, when you will be 
taken and hanged by the neck until 
dead and may God have mercy on 
your soul,’”’ the chief justice solemn- 
ly decreed in the death-like silence 
that settled over the court room. 


CANADA CELEBRATES OPEN- 
ING OF AIR MAIL ROUTE TO 
THE UNITED STATES 


Montreal, Oct. 1.—Inaugurating 
an international air mail service, a 
plane arrived at St. Hubert airdrome, 
near here at 11:15 a. m. today from 
Albany, N. Y. The plane left Had- 
ley Field, N. Y., at 7 a. m. and ar- 
rived at Albany at 8:30 a, m., taking 
off again from Albany at 8:45. 

Five minutes after the arrival of 
the international service plane, one 
took off from the St. Hubert air- 
drome, bound for Toronto with mails 
for that city and western Canadian 
points. At 11:45 a. m. a plane car- 
rying mails from an inbound steamer 
in the St. Lawrence arrived from 
Rimouski. 

Planes Leave New York 

New York, Oct. 1.—Launching the 
first international air mail service 
between the United States and Can- 
ada, two planes of the Canadian Col- 
onial Airways took off from Hadley 
field, N. J., this morning and after 
picking up a full load of passengers 
and mail at Peterboro proceeded at 
9:30 for Montreal with their schedule 
providing for a brief call at Albany. 
The planes are expected to arrive 
in Montreal about 1:30 this after- 
noon, 

At the same time an air 
service to Mexico was started. 

One of the ships bound for Canada 
carried eight sacks of mail and 12 
bundles of newspapers and the other 
carried two passengers. 

The southbound mail and passen- 
ger service from Canada will start 
at 2:15 in the afternoon. The planes 
will stop at Albany over night. Little’ 
night flying is planned until the air- 
way from Albany to Hadley field is 
better lighted, 

Air mail planes to Mexico are 
scheduled to leave here daily at 12:15 
for Chicago. From there the planes 
will fly to Laredo, Texas, and trans- 
fer the mail to Mexican planes which 
will continue to Mexico City. 

Event Celebrated 

Montreal, Oct. 1.—With the great- 
est aeronautical display ever wit- 
nessed in Canada in whicb over 50 
airplanes of all makes froin various 
parts of the Dominion and the 
United States participated, the in- 
ternational air express arid passen- 
ger service between Moritreal and 
New York was inaugurated and the 
daily mail service betweet: Montreal 
and Toronto was initiated today.

suaded as to the things concerning) 
the Kingdom--the subject of Jesus’) 
teaching, But instead of heeding his | 
message, the Jews hardened their, 
hearts, and some of them even spoke 
evil of- “the Way” (used as a syn-| 
onym for Christianity: recall Acts, 
9.2). Paul was obliged to break 
with the Jews, leaving the synagogue | 
for the lecture-room of Tyrannus, | 
where many of them followed him. 
Tyrannus was probably a Gentile who 
had a school of philosophy. Paul may 
have seemed to the Ephesians to be 
one of the wandering professors of 
philosophy who were so numerous in 
the early Empire. In the lecture-room 
of Tyrannus, from eleven to four, af- 
ter that philosopher had finished his 
lectures, Paul proclaimed unto his, 
hearers Jesus the Christ. 

Two Fruitful Years, Acts 19.10. 
For two years Paul continued teac h- 
ing in the school of Tyrannus, and 
“all that dwelt in Asia heard the, 
word of the Lord, both Jews and 
Greeks.”

THE TOOTH “NERVE” 

You know, of course, that a tooth 
is not solid right through, but is hol- 
lowed out in the centre to form a 
chamber; and because of sad experi- 
ence perhaps in a dental chair, you 
have been made aware that a tooth 
does possess a “nerve.” 

But you gave no thought possibly 
as to whether this chamber contain- 
ed other forms of tissue or not. 

Now, as a matter of fact, it does, 
and the so-called “nerve” is known 
as the pulp, which tissue is a mass 
of almost gelatinous character con- 
taining minute blood vessels and- 
nerve filaments. 

So it is not just a glistening string 
like piece of nerve tissue as you may 
have supposed., 

When the tooth erupts, the pulp 


‘chamber is proportionately large, but 


with the tooth practically fully form- 
ed, the need for tissue forming ele- 
ments is largely past. So the blood 
supply is cut off more and more with 
a progressive narrowing of the pulp 
chamber, until in alvanced life, it is 


| sometimes altogether obliterated. 


This accounts for the fact that

DEADLY DOUBLE LEVEL CROSS- 
ING OVER RAILWAYS WILL 
BE BANNED 


Regina, Sept. 26.—Elimination of 
the double crossings over railroads 
on the main highways of Canada is 
forecast by an announcement made 
this morning to the Canadian Good 
Roads Association now in conven- 
tion in Regina by Hon. T. C. Norris, 
recently appointed to the board of 
railway commissioners. 

Mr. Norris’ statement was to the 
following effect: 

1—That the board of railway com- 
missioners will give a broader in- 
terpretation to the act respecting the 
railway grade crossing fund. 

2—That by legislative enactment 
at the last session of the Dominion 
parliament the board may utilize 40 
per cent of the total amount of the 
fund up to $100,000. 

38—That the board will work in 
conjunction with all organized bodies 
interested in the development of 
good roads and the removal of the 
level crossing. 

Official Announcement 

Mr. Norris made the official an- 
nouncement at this morning’s session 
of the convention on behalf of Mr. 
Justice McKeown, chairman of the 
board, who is absent through illness. 

He stated that because of an 
amendment to the act respecting this 
fund made last session it is now 
possible for the board to associate 
itself with railway companies, gov- 
ernments and recognized organiza- 
tions interested in road development 
in the doing away of the double 
crossings on highways and level 
crossings generally by being in the 
position where it deems it right and 
proper, of contributing 40 per cent 
of the cost up to a maximum of 
$100,000, 

“What this really means,” said Mr. 
Norris, “is that there are three pay 
bosses. When you can divide the ex- 
pense of diverting main highway 
traffic from these double crossings, 
building subways and_ overhead 
bridges to avoid these terrible level 
crossing accidents between the rail- 
way companies who have always 
been very fair and anxious to co- 
operate, the local government and 
the board, you have three pretty 
good pay bosses and we should not 
leave any danger at any place when 
you have three organizations like 
that co-operating.” 

Mr, Norris stated that the an- 
nouncement of the board was, in 
brief, that in the case of highway 
diversions made for the protection, 
safety and convenience of the public 
in respect of highway crossings of 
railways at rail level whereby such 
crossings are relieved from a sub- 
stantial volume of highway traffic, 
a proper contribution to the expense 
of such highway diversion may be 
made from the railway grade cross- 
ing fund although the complete 
elimination of such crossing be not 
possible in every instance. 

This fund was instituted in 1909 
and has been continued ever since, a 
yearly grant of $200,000 being made 
by parliament. 

In the current year much greater 
liberty was given to the board by an 
amendment providing that 40 per 
cent of the total amount expended 
could be contributed from the fund 
up to $100,000,
